ANTI-AMERICAN FILIBUSTER 


The great war which lias created (he present passing opportunity for 


possible American trade expansion abrofld has also furnished the Ameri- 
can shipping trust—or what we may regard as such after the filibustering 
lactic-s of a minority in congress—with very convincing; though misleading 
arguments against government-owned shipping. 
Taking 
advantage ot' 


American neutrality and the public atliludc here against war or anything 
that might lead us into war, opponents of the administration skilfully 
disguised the facts and pretended to feel the greatest apprehension as 
to possible international complications following shipping revival. 
As 


3 consequence, this country has done practically nothing to restore its 
merchant marine, and there is little likelihood that the administration bill 
or one similar in principle will pass before the war is concluded. 


At the present time, American business is dependent on the restricted 


service of a shipping trust that has comparatively, few vessels but that 
has complete control over freight rates, and a foreign supply of merchant 
vessels that may be cut off at any lime. 
Putting aside the questions of 


national dignity and the political aspects of the situation, entirely, the 
tconoruic loss is enormous. 
Our American overseas commerce is at the 


mercy of foreign countries that are our commercial competitors. 
This 


fact is not generally put forward by those -who discuss the shipping 
situation, hut anybody can see the abuses to which it naturally leads. 


• All.foreign governments huvc fostered their intcr-oce.nn shipping as 


being one of the most important branches of their respective national 
activity, and by large subsidies or direct control they have stood back of 
their great merchant lines. At the same time they have sent agents into 
the foreign ports of the entire world to advance the claims of their com- 
modities and break down competition, of which American competition is 
the most dangerous if not the most aggressive. 
England, France, Ger- 


many, Italy nnd other nations have heen for years competing more or less 
legitimately with our business heads in South America, and with growing 
success, for while in many things our products were superior, we have 
beea restricted hy a lack of banking facilities and a lack of adequate 
shipping. 
"We have settled the banking question by the terms of the 


recent currency law, hut ve have done-little or nothing to remedy our 
shipping. 
This country at present finds itself in the ridiculous situation 


of appealing to onr trade rivals to transport the commodities that are 
to compete with their own. One does not have to.he a business expert to 
see the humiliation and the danger of this needless condition. 


With the end of the war, the opportunity to extend our foreign trade 


will pass away and we will lie face to face with foreign competition that 
•will strive frantically to recover lost ground. 
Mow is the time, if ever, 


for Ihe restoration of our merchant shipping, whether it he under govern- 
ment ownership or private ownership. The administration bill would have 
icmcdied the situation, but it has apparently been thwarted hy partisan 
opponents who have played into the hands of our foreign competitors 
and .played false to American business interests. 
The world -has been 


shown an example of stupendous folly that could not be seen anywhere 
hut in America. Were Germany or England in our place, new Hues would 
long ere now have been established with ihe aid of the government Ji 
ihe full cooperation of the people. 
Here, business is not patriotic when 


patriotism would hurt any selfish branch of organized business—even 
though the luyt would be 
offset by a permanent benefit to the entire 


Some day, when the excitement of war has passed and the country 


judges its business problems sanely, the republie>in leaders may have to 
answer to the American people for .blocking the one logical and con- 
structive shipping policy that has heen proposed to remedy the prcsenl 
situation nnd place the United States in the front rank of comrnercia 
powers. 'It may then bo seen that some of our would-be patriots have in 
this emergency played the game of every country but their own.

Mayor Curley Urges an 


Extra Tax of 50 Cents 
-Cuts Estimates 


BOSTON, 
Feb. 27.—Mayor Curley 


with tbc assistance of 
City Auditor 


-Mitchell, yeslcrday put the finishing 
touches on 
Ihe budget of appropria- 


tions, which is to he sent to Ihe city 
council on Monday. In it the mayor 
has cut down the department' estt- 
males $1.300,000. 


The mayor in his message 
to 
the 


city council will ask tlie co-operation 
of Us members in attempling to obtain 
from the leglslalure Ihe righl lo In- 
crease by 50 cents the amount allowed 
out of the tax rate for 
departmental 
purposes. 


The city at presenl can use but 6.37 


out of Ihe tax rate of f 17.50'for de- 
partment purposes. 


If Ihe extra SO cenls is not granted, 


the mayor declared. Ihe cuts in sala- 
ries made last year'cannot be restored, 
but on the contrary there must he fur- 
ther cuts in salaries, and street work 
and other activities must lie curtailed. 


This condition is due. he says, to the 


increases from 1313 in 
salaries 
and 


other expenses. 
The increase for sal- 


aries in the (ire and 
police 
depart- 


ments amounted to nbout $420,000. The 
expenditures of Ihe overseers of 
the 


poor have increased 5280.000. because 
of the mothers' aid pensions and grow- 
ing demands for charity. • Kxtra 
de- 


mands upon other departmenls 
have 


brought Ihe total increase in expenses 
up to about J 1,100.000, the mayor says. 


The increases in valuations in 131S 


amounted to about 530.000.000, and 
to 


$23,000,000 in 19U. The mayor figures 
that it would lake more 
llian 
three 


years for the normal increases in valu- 
ations to bring In additions to the 
revenue eriual lo Ihe increases in ex- 
penditures. Hence the demand for an 
increase in the rate.

general court. 
The act providing lor 


the appointment of the commUMon 


has been developed as the only alter- 
natlve where private capital Is re- 
tained In a public -service exercising 
by nature or by legislative design an 
exclusive or virtually evrltisive privi- 
lege. U'ts not an end In It-self. 
Tho 


real question involved in Ihls Inquiry 
is whether 
or

create, so far as it may, and in any 
event encourage the establishment ot 
monopoly in the Ice business. 
It thi^ 


question were to be answered in the 
affirmative, undoubtedly the same or 
, similar laws now governing other lo-

acter of the ice business and the man- 
ner In which it is at present con 
ducted. The result would by no menu 
bo- the immediate extinction of com- 
petition, and yet continued application 
of those laws for a L-onsicierable pe- 
riod of time, with the Inevitable ten- 
dency to standardize tVie business and 
force it into corporate form, would 
undoubtedly help to discourage 
com- 


petition, but whether to the advan- 
laee of the public it might be 
diffi- 


cult to anticipate. 


The commission is 


tory. If these xvastes were eliminated, 
undoubtedly the cost of ice to the con- , 
iumer might be lower, and, as the 
cost of distribution is so large an ele- 
ment In tbe price to the consumer, tho 
saving might he considerable. It does 


seem to the commission, however, 


that Ihis is a sufficient ground for in- 
troducing' public supervision and reg- 
ulation. Tho very fact that the wastes 
of competition are so large tends oC 
Itself to eliminate unnecessary com- 
petition, and so eliminate the unnece3-» 
sary wastes. 


In conclusion, in view of tho forcr- 


going facts and considerations, 
tha 


commission recommends 
that, in ita 


judgment, it is not desirable in tha 
public interest .to place* tho business 
of supplying Ice under state super- 
vision and control, and that it is in- 
exjj'cdient in the public interest to per- 
mit electric light 'and power compa- 
nies lij engage In the business of man-* 
ufacturing and selling Ice.

.possible American trade expansion abroad 1ms also furnished the Ameri- 
can shipping trust—or what wo may regard as such nflcr the filibustering 
(lie-lies of a minority in congress—with very convincing though misleading 
arguments' against government-owned shipping. 
Taking advantage of 


American neutrality and the public attitude hero against war or anything 
(hat might lead us into war, opponents of the Administration skilfully 
disguised the facts and pretended to feel the greatest Apprehension as 
to possible, international complications following shipping revival. 
As 


:t consequence, this country lias done practically nothing to restore its 
merchant marine, and there is liitle likelihood that the administration bill 
or one similar in principle will pass before the war is concluded, 


At the present lime. American business is dependent on the restricted 


service o£ a shipping trust 
h:is comparatively few vessels but that 


lias complete control over freight rales, and a foreign supply of merchant 
vessels that limy be cut oft" at any time. 
Pulling aside the questions of 


national dignity and Die political aspects of the situation, entirely, the 
economic loss is enormous. 
Onr American overseas commerce is at the 


mercy of foreign countries that are our commercial competitors. 
This 


fact is not generally put forward by those who discuss the shipping 
situation, but anybody can see the abuses to which it naturally leads. 


All foreign governments hc.vc fostered their inter-ocean shipping as 


being one of the most important branches of their respective national 
activilv, and by large subsidies or direct control they have stood tmek of 
their great merchant lines. At the same time they have sent agents into 
the foreign ports of the entire world to advance the claims o£ their com- 
modities and break down competition, of which American competition is 
the most dangerous if not the most aggressive. 
England, France, Ger- 


. many, Italy and other nations have been for years competing more or less 


legitimately willi our business heads in South America, and with growing 
success, for while in many things our products were superior, we have 
been restricted by a lack of banking facilities and a lack of adequate 
shipping. 
\Ve have settled the banking question by the terms of the 


recent currency law, hut we have done little or nothing to remedy our 
shipping. 
This country at present finds itself in the ridiculous situation 


of appealing to our trade rivals lo transport the commodities that arc 
to compete with their own. 
One does not have to be a business expert to 


see the -humiliation and the danger of this needless condition. 


^Yith the end of the war, the opportunity to extend our foreign trade 


will pass away and we will be face to face, with foreign competition that 


-will strive frantically lo recover lost ground. 
Now is the time, iC ever, 


• for the restoration of our merchant'shipping, whether it be under govern- 


ment ownership or private ownership. The administration bill would have 


. i remedied the situation, but it has apparently been thwarted by partisan 
/opponents who have played into the hands of our foreign competitors 


- jmd played false to American business interests. 
The world has 
been 


shown an example of stupendous folly that could not be seen anywhere 
but in America. "\Vere Germany or England in our place, new lines would 
long ere now have been established with the aid of Ihe government and

Postmaster Crowley has received a 


communication from the postolTice de- 
partment at Washington referring to 
the list of postotflces in Greece author- 
ized to participate in the parcel post 
service in operation between the Unil- 
ed States and that country. The re- 
vised list has just been received from 
tlio postal administration 
of 
Greece 


and to the following extract from Ihe 
Ictler of that administration transmit- 
ting tho revised list in question: 


"Parcels may likewise be accepted 


for dispatch when addressed to other 
offices than those indicated in the list. 
In such cases the sender should Indi- 
cate exactly on the address of the par- 
cel as well as on the customs declara- 
tion accompanying the ilarcel. the par- 
cel post office at which the parcel Is to 
be held. *The addressee will then be
